ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 21. 
-—-America need have no fear 0! 
bolshevism or communism, William 
Allen White, Emporia, Kan., editor 
told the convention of the National 
Electric Light Association, today. 

Departing for a moment from a 
strikingly whimsical style of ad- 
dress. White said the British strike 
“has laid forever the fear of bol- 
shevism,’’ because in Britain “every 
man was getting so much out of 
life that he was a man of some 
property, had: some stake in the 
rovernment—was to all intents and 
purposes a policeman, a guardian 
of the established order,” who 
would strike but would not plunder 
or wreck his civilization. 

Reviewing the change of attitude 
toward the dollar, White recalled 
that formerly the man who owned 
a million dollars “could do what he 
damned pleased with it,” and peo- 
ple, touching their caps to the mil- 
lionaire. said, ‘Behold the holy man, 
made righteous by his property.’ ” 

This millionaire, he said, “did 
not have to hire a bookKeeper to 
keep him out of jail or the poor- 
house because of excess profits, 
and instead of putting the double 
hush on his profits he bragged 
about it.’’ 

Dollar Socialized. 

Rut civilization has changed its 
attitude now, having socialized the 
dollar, White asserted. 

“Let the poor inan get a million 
and see how quickly that million is 
affected by public use and goes un- 
der social control. After a man’s 
possessions pass the $1000 mark, 
no man owns anything in fee sim- 
ple any more.” 

“IT know of thousands of dollars 


worth of advertising my country 
paper could take and swell my 


profits 50 per cent. There is no 
law against taking that advertisiny. 
It is crooked, dirty advertising. if 
I take it public opinion will so de- 
class me that my profits from every 
direction will fall and I will be 
poorer than before I went into the 
offensive adventure.

If I try it, in five-years I will be 
feared, or hated, or both, and 
known as a liar. The better class

“There is no liberty in the old | 
sense. No man with a dollar to 
invest has any inalienable rights 
which his fellows are bound to re- 
spect. We are all slaves of the 
new attitude of humanity toward 
capital. Our capitalistic —civiliza- 
tion is a gaudy compromise be.
